Murray Echoes Green’s ‘No’ 


To Union Curbs, Attributes Labor 
Strife to Greed of Industry

CIO Head Cites Reported. Profit Figures, | 
Chides Senators for Reluctance to Con- 
sider Economic Factors in Proposing

CIO President Philip Murray 
added bis voice yesterday to that 
of AFL President William Green, 
who had been heard the day be- 
fore. 

Murray proved the more alert 
cebater—the Senators might ac- 
knowledge that they had met their 
match in mental agility—but it is 
doubtful that the CIO president 
did any more to influence the 
course of the labor legisiation this 
Congress is going to approve than 
did his leas expert counterpart in 
the AFL. 

In fact Murray ran into the 
same argument that had baffled 
Green. Several Senators, among 
them Ives of New York, Eliender 
of Louisiana and Morse of Ore- 
gon, told him there was a public 
demand for laws to correct labor 
union abuses. In various ways 
they asked if he wouldn’t help the 
committee by his testimony to 
frame legislation that would be 
fair to all. 

Puts Onus on Industry. 

The CIO president, in his rich 
Scotsman’s burr, said he was al- 
Ways ready to dg that. He added, 
however, that he appeared as a 
partisan of labor and thought the 
committee was off on the wrong 
track when it sought the solution 
of current labor-management 

in laws which curtailed 
the power of labor unions. 

Murray's contention was that 
recent labor-management strife 
has been caused by labor's effort 
to get a more equitable share of 
the profits of industry, and, he 
added, the refusal of industry to 
grant that share to labor. 

Chairman Taft (Rep.), Ohio, 
tried to bring the issue to a head 
by asking if there was any pro- 
vision in any labor bill before the 
committee that Murray did not 
oppose. There are many bills— 
Murray put the figure at 250. 

“I suppose,” said Murray, “that 
assumption is just as r nable 
as the assumption that yo will 
disagree with me on ‘the \argu- 
ments set out in these brief” 

He referred to briefs reporting 
the trend of wages, prices and 
profits he used to support his 
argument that the cause of labor- 
management strife was manage- 
ment’s refusal to grant labor a fair 
share of increased earnings of in- 
dustry. 

Prepared Statement Unread. 


Indicative of oo course of the 
hearing is that rray went there 
with a prepared statement and five 
supplements — 75 pages of legal 
size typewritten script, weighing 
slightly less than a pound — an 
didn't get fo read a word. 

Not that he objected—it was 
just that the impromptu debate 
was so keen he didn’t get around 
to reading anything. 

But Morse, toward the close, 
raised the point that the debate 
had biocked Murray from much 
discussion of the specific legisla- 
tive proposals before the commit- 
tee and said he personally wanted 
to go through the 75 pages and 
then have Murray recalled for tes- 
timony concerning the specific la- 
bor proposals before the commit- 
tee. Taft said that would be con- 
sidered when the committee de- 
cides what to do after next week, 
when it had hoped to end its 
hearings. 

Jurisdictional Strikes. 

There was a Murray obbligato 
to the “No, no,” refrain, but it 
preserved the main theme of no 
legislation. That came when he 
was asked what he thought Con- 
gress should do about jurisdic- 
tional strikes and secondary boy- 
cotta. 

“There is no moral justifica- 
tion,” Murray said, “for a jurisdic- 
tional fight that forces a lot of 
people into unemployment.” 

He said the CIO had not precipi- 
tated any of these disputes, but 
Morse said he knew of one in his 
home state involving the shipping 
industry. The Oregon Senator 
said the AFL had accepted a pro- 

for arbitration, but the CIO 
had rejected it. Murray pleaded 
ignorance of the facts. 

“But I can tell you this,” he 
added. “if the matter had been 
brought to my attention, I would 
have favored arbitration.

Murray bragged a bit about 
what he called the record of 
his own particular union, He is 
president of the United Steel- 
workers as well ag of the CIO, and 
said that in 11 years the USW 
had had only one major strike, 
that of last year.

Text of Attlee Statement on India 


/T has long been the policy of 
successive British governments 
to work towards the realization 
of self-government in India. In pur- 
suance of this policy, an increas- 
img measure of responsibility has 
been devolved on Indians and 
today the civil administration and 
the Indian armed forces rely to 
a very large extent on Indian 
civilians and officers. In the con 
stitutional field the acts of 1919 
and 1935 passed by the British 
Parliament each represented a 
substantial transfer of political 
power. 

In 1940 the coalition government 
recognized the principle that In 
dians should themselves frame a 
new constitution for a _ fully 
autonomous India, and in the offer 
of 1942 they invited them to set 
up a constituent assembly for 
this purpose as soon as the war 
was over. 

His Majesty’s Government be 
lieves this policy to have been 
right and in accordance with 
sound democratic principles, since 
they came into office they have 
done their utmost to carry it for 
ward to its fulfillment. The dec- 
laration of the Prime Minister of 
March 15, last, which met with 
general approval in Parliament 
and the country, made it clear 
that it was for the Indian people 


status and constitution and that, 
in the opinion of His Majesty’s 
Government, the time had come 
for responsibility for the govern-

It is with great regret that His 
Majesty's Govermment find that 
there are still differemces among 
Indian parties which are prevent- 
ing the constituent assembly from 
functioning as it was intended 
that it should, It is of the essence 
of the plan that the assembly 
should be fully representative. 

The British Government desire 
to hand over their responsibility 
to authorities established by a 
constitution approved by all par- 
ties in India im accordance with 
the Cabinet mission’s plan, but 
unfortunately there is at present 
no clear prospect that such a con- 
stitution and such authorities will 
emerge. The present state of un- 
certainty is franght with danger 
and cannot be indefinitely pro- 
longed.

THAN U.S. COMBAT 
TROOPS IN REICH 


FRANKFURT, GERMANY, Feb. 
20 (AP)—The’ United States Con- 
stabulary, only American tactica) 
ground force in Germany, has been 
stripped of its tanks and is now 
outnumbered by American Army 
wives and children. 

Maj. Gen. E. N. Harmon an- 
nounced yesterday the removal of 
the tanks as an economy measure 
and disclosed that the Constabu- 
lary is now operating at a 
strength of less than 30.000 men. 
American Army wives and chil- 
dren total 31,000. 

American bombers were sent 
back to the United States last 
yearg leaving the air forces here 
with about 38,000 men and 600 op 
erational fighters. 

Harmon’s announcement said 
the Constabulary had been polic- 
ing the United States zone with 
approximately 20 per cent less}. 
than its authorized strength of 
38,000. It added that one-fifth of 
the “troops’”—equivalent in size to 
infantry companies—had become 
inactive, and their personnel would 
be used to build up existing con- 
stabulary outfits. 

Indications were that the tanks 
were being assembled in vehicle 
parks, possibly for return to the 
United States. There is no record 
that they ever have been used to 
quell civillan disturbances in Ger- 
many. 

The only United States infantry 
division remaining in Germany is 
the First, which is so scattered 
that it does little besides guard 
army installations.

disregarded vigorous protests by 


real estate interests and a consti- 
tutional attack on the measure. 


The proposal was approved by 
the Committee on Taxation and 
Revenue by a vote of 7 to 2, with 
one member refraining from vot- 
ing. The measure, enactment :of 
which is necessary to permit the 
St. Louis Housing Authority to 
resume construction with federal 
aid of housing for low-income 
families, now goes to the House 
for- action. 

Sponsored by 21 Representatives 
from the two cities and by House 
leaders of both parties, the bill 
seeks to correct a technical defect 
in the 1939 State Public Housing 
Act, restoring the vital tax exemp- 
tion feature inadvertently invali- 
dated by the new state constitu- 
tion. 

It says that public housing prop- 
erties are used exclusively for 
charitable purposes and, there- 


' fore, are exempt from tax. This/y 


exemption is necessary for the 
cities to qualify for fedéral aid in 
replacing blighted areas with 
modern housing facilities. The 
housing authority, however, ‘is 
authorized to make payments to 
the city and state, consistent with 
maintenance of low rentals, for 
the cost of police and fire protec- 
tion and other government serv- 
ices. 4 
Bill Called “Socialistic.” 

The committee approved the bill 
shortiy after the close of a three- 
hour hearing, in which opponents 
said the proposal was unconsti- 
tutional, “socialistic” and _ the 
“opening wedge for ultimate de- 
struction of private ownership.” 

The constitutional question was 
raised by former State Represent- 
ative V. E. Phillips of Kansas 
City, who was a delegate to the 
1943-44 Constitutional Convention. 
Called as a witness for the oppos- 
ing real estate interests, Phillips 
declared that public housing could 
not, “by-any stretch of imagina- 
tion,” be construed as having an 
exclusively charitable purpose. 

He expressed the opinion that 
the Constitutional Convention 
never intended that public hous- 
ing, as proposed in the bill, should 
be included among institutions 
granted tax exemption because 
their use is exclusively for re- 
ligious, charitable or educational 
purposes. He said there was a 
“prave constitutional doubt” that 
use of the housing properties 
could be made charitable by legis- 
lative declaration.

Negro and White Students Hold Conference 


on Racial, Religious Tolerance After 
Educators’ Talks. 


A group of keen-minded young 
men and women, white and Negro 
students of 23 public, private and 
parochial high schools wrestled 
with thorny questions of race and 
religious prejudice at a brother- 
hood conference yesterday at 
Sheldon Memorial, 3646 Washing- 
ton boulevard. 

So pleased were they with the 

results of the four-hour meeting 
that they voted overwhelmingly 
for appointment of a _ steering 
committee to set a date for a 
similar meeting within three 
months, instead of next year. 
Brotherhood, they decided, was 
important enough to discuss fre- 
quently, rather than one week a 
ear. 
About 400 students, selected by 
their teachers or classmates in 
sociology or American problems 
classes, attended the conference, 
which was sponsored jointly by 
the National Conference of Chris- 
tians and Jews and the Commun- 
ity Race Relations Institute. 

Inter-racial Schools Discussed. 

In discussion groups, the alert 
young people talked about the 
advisability of whites and Ne- 
groes attending the same schools 
in St. Louis, the need for courses 
in race relations, mixed social 
gatherings, prejudices fostered by 
parents and acquaintances, re- 
ligious services for all races and 
similar matters. 

Summarizing results of discus- 
sions in group meetings, Allen 
Beebe, a tall, slender Cleveland 
High School senior, said: “We 
agreed that brotherhood is a prac- 
tical topic. Our group concluded 
it is harder to convince parents 
than children to be tolerant. 

“We've all mixed here today 
and we've spoken together. Not 
one harsh thing was said. Every- 
one made at least one friend. No 
animosity was shown at any time. 
But if our parents had been here, 
it might have been different. Par- 
ents foster ill feeling in many 
cases. 

“Our group favored more inter- 
scholastic activities, like the 
Vashon choir singing at Roose- 
velt, as they did today. We think 
churches should invite persons of 
different beliefs_to their services,” 

Aid to Tolerance Urged 

A girl in one of the discussion 

meetings said: “If we had mixed 


be working together in a play or 
some other activity. In that way, 
children wguld get to Know each 
other better.” 

At another meeting in a nearby 
assembly room, a girl scout spoke 
approvingly of the election of a 
Negro girl as head of all St. Louis 
girl scouts. A boy whose voice 
was changing remarked that it 
should not be considered excep- 
tional or unusual for a Negro gir! 
to head the Scouts. 

At all nine discussion meetings 
on religious, scholastic and social 
aspects of brotherhood, interest 
was intense. Boys and_ girls 
seemed anxious not to miss any- 
thing said by any speaker. All 
joinéd in the discussion. In mid- 
afternoon they relaxed with sof! 
drinks and sang old favorites like 
“School Days” and “Three Blind 
Mice.” 

Adults and Prejudices. 

The tone for the _ discussion 
groups was set at an opening 
session addressed by three min- 
isters, a sociologist and a public 
relations counselor. Dean Stuart 
Queen of Washington University’s 
College of Liberal Arts pointed out 
that a child learns prejudices from 
his elders and associates. 

“You'd just as soon play ball 
with a Negro but you can’t stand 
a friend’s lifted eyebrow,” he re- 
marked, adding sarcastically, 
“We're terribly brave.” Terms like 
“nigger, dago, wop and kike,” he 
said, “are spread by 110 per cent 
Columbians, Ku Kluxers and other 
dimwits,.” 

Alfred Fleishman, executive com- 
mittee member of the National 
Conference of Christians and 
Jews, said: “Be suspicious of the 
person who tries to get you to 
think ill of a man who eats fish 
on Friday. Break down your ‘dis- 
like for the unlike’ by learning 
about people, Keep an open mind 
—when you can’t sit down next 
to a Negro find out why. There 
is no unhappier person than one 
who has yielded to hatred.”

As the House debate went along, 
Rules Chairman Allen (Rep.), Illi- 
nois, told his colleague approval 
of. the cut would not mean that 
Congress could not change its 
mind later. 

“It establishes no statutory lim- 
itation,” he said, “but merely sets 
a commendable target on which 
we can set our sights, It will per- 
mit responsible spokesmen for all 
arms. of the national defense to 
justify their requests in the event 
of any changes in world condi- 
tions.” 

The Senate, taking time out be- 
fore resuming its unlimited de- 
bate tomorrow, seemed to favor 
a $4,500,000,000 cut proposed by 
Chairman Millikin (Rep.), Colo- 
rado, of its finance committee, 

Even before the ‘House met, two 
Republican members—Representa- 
tives Engel of Michigan and Cur- 
tis of Nebraska -— made public 
speeches which they planned to 
deliver in support of the full §6,- 
000,000,000 reduction. 

Discussion of Military Fund, 
Engel said he had decided that 
one andahalf billion dollara could 
be trimmed from the Army’s pro- 
posed appropriations — including 
its civil functions—and still leave 
an efficient army. 

He said the total amount the 
War and Navy’ departments 
would have to spend in the year 
beginning July 1 would be about 
17 billion dollars, including carry- 
over appropriations, if their full 
requests were met, He noted that 
a 15 per cent cut on this would 
save $2,550,000,000, adding: 

“Yet Gen. Eisenhower, Secretary 
of War Patterson, Secretary of 
the Navy Forrestal and others are 
broadcasting over the country 
that they cannot take this cut 
without wrecking national de- 
fense, crippling the Air Corps and 
scuttling the Navy.... 

“T say to Secretary of the Navy 
Forrestal, Gen. Eisenhower and 
Admiral Nimitz that if you can- 
not give us an adequate national 
defense during the third year after 
the close of the war with $14,460,- 
000,000 available for expenditure, 
without wrecking the Air Corps 
and scuttling the Navy, you ought 
to step aside and give someone 
else a chance.” 

Taking much the same line Cur- 
tis declared “it is regrettable that 
the War and Navy Departments 
are not today fighting side by side 
with Congress to prevent waste 
in those departments,” . 

Senator Taft of Ohio of the Sen- 
ate Republican Policy Committee, 
forecast a favorable Senate vote 
on the Millikin proposal to cut the 
budget four and one-half billion 
dollars, He added, however, that 
when the two Houses get together 
for a final settlement the outcome 
is likely to be.a five-billion-dollar 
compromise, 

Senator Byrd's Prediction, 

Senator Byrd (Dem,), Virginia, 
who has been, talking about econ- 
omy since he entered the Senate 
14 years ago, agreed with Taft on 
the five-billion-dollar figure and 
said he would be well satisfied 
with such a result, 

Byrd said in the Senate yester- 
day that he would not do any- 
thing to impair national defense, 
but he disagreed with Navy con- 
tentions that a $500,000,000 cut in 
its funds would “immobilize” the 
fleets, 

While Byrd said that Congress 
ought not to cut taxes this calen- 


dar year, Taft, declaring the

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RESTUDY OF MASS 
TRANSPORT NEEDS 
DOWNTOWN URGED 


P.S.Co. Action Requested 
After Pine St. Group 
Presents One-Way 
Traffic Objection. 


A request that traffic engineers 
of the St. Louls Public Service Co. 
restudy mass transportation fa- 
cilities In the downtown section 
was made today after merchants 
from Pine street laid their objec- 
tions to one-way traffic on that 
thoroughfare before a joint meet- 
ing of the Mayor's Traffic Com- 
mittee and the Traffic Regulation 
Committee of the Board of Alder- 
men. 

Pine street merchants told the 
committees that their business had 
fallen off over the recent holidays 
because of the street had been 
made one-way for west-bound 
traffic only, thus elminating the 
east-bound Forest Park streetcar, 
line, which brought many custom- 
ers to their stores. Forest Park 
line now enters the downtown 
area on Olive street and is west- 
bound only on Pine. 

David Kirch, a jeweler, with a 
store on Pine, acted as spokesman 
for the merchants. He said at- 
tempts of Morekeepers and others 
to revive the street and make it 
an attractive shopping thorough- 
fare had been frustrated by elimi- 
nation of two-way traffic. He said 
merchants would not object to 
one-way traffic in an easterly di- 
rection, nor would they object to 
the complete prohibition of park- 
ing on the street. 

David R. Calhoun, chairman of 
the Mayor's committee, said he 
was opposed to eliminating the 
one-way west-bound traffic system 
on Pine without further study of 
the problem. He said engineers of 
the Public Service Co. would be 
asked to make a study of trans- 
portation facilities in the area of 
Pine, Olive and Locust streets to 
determine a solution for the prob- 
lem.

NEW FRENCH-POLISH TREATY 


PARIS, Feb. 20 (INS) — The

The new treaty is necessary, a 
Foreign Office spokesman said,

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No One in State Depart- 
ment Will Say Who 
Gave Envoy’s Speeches 
Green Light.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20—Before 
embarking on his cross-country 
paid lecture tour Richard C. 
Patterson, United States Ambas- 
sador to Yugoslavia, received ex- 
plicit permission from his super- 
iors in the State Department to 
talk off the record, further in- 
quiry into the “Patterson incli- 
dent” disclosed today. 

This disclosure was expected to 
have serious diplomatic reper- 
cussions in view of Patterson's 
virulent attack on the Tito Ad- 
ministration in his commercial 
series of talks sponsored by the 
Clark H. Getts lecture agency of 
New York City. 

Yugoslay Ambassador Sava N. 
Kosanovic in Washington strongly 
protested against Patterson's ac- 
tivities in a formal diplomatic 
note dispatched late last week to 
Secretary of State Marshall. 

It was learned today that in 
miaking that protest, Ambassador 
Kosanovic was completely wun- 
aware that Patterson had been 
lecturing on an off-the-record, or 
semi-secret basis. The official 
protest note, it is known, was 
predicated primarily on a wire 
service story from Houston, Tex., 
quoting Ambassador Patterson as 
saying “unfriendly” things about 
the Yugoslay Government at a 
press conference there. 

In diplomatic circles here it was 
anticipated that the indignation of 
the Yugoslav Embassy will rise 
when it learns that Patterson de- 
livered many critical lectures in 
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cities where the various local 
newspapers quietly acceded to his 
request for a “voluntary” news 
blackout on his talks. 

From the viewpoint of inter- 
national diplomacy, however, the 
most significant aspect of the 
whole affair is the disclosure 
that the State Department ap- 
proved this “secret, off-the- 
record delivery” technique. 

Such formal consent would 
seem to place the State Depart- 
ment in the position of hav- 
ing wanted Patterson to lam- 
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bast the Tito government with- 
out wanting to take official 
responsibility for the nature and 
content of FPatterson’s talks. 
Oberservers in the capital long 
"familiar with international pro- 
tocol viewed the situation as 
“inadmissible”—that is, indefen- 
sible—by the State Department. 
For these reasons, no depart- 
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mental official could be found 
who would acknowledge publicly 
that Patterson’s under-cover ex- 
coriations of Yugoslavia had been 
given the green light by the de- 
partment. If the department, 
which prides itself on its propri- 
ety, had been caught in an im- 
propriety, it was in no position 
to call attention to its plight, 
as one- veteran capital observer 
remarked. 
Unaware of Severity. 

Privately, department executives 
state defensively that they were 
not advised as to the content or 
degree or severity of Patterson's 
speeches, They point out that Un- 
der Secretary of State Acheson 
originally blackballed the entire 
lecture tour, but Acheson and his 
subordinates changed their minds 
when the Chamber of Commerce 
of an Oklahoma city where Pat- 
terson had been scheduled to ap- 
pear warned that the local press 
would print banner-line_ stories 
about an “iron curtain” on free- 
dom of expression if the Ambas- 
sador’s talk were canceled. 
Rather than see the airing of 
such a charge in the press, Pat- 
terson was told he could go 
through with the series, provid- 
ing he did not speak “for publica- 
tion.” ’ 

The State Department, highly 
embarrassed by the sequence of 
evtns, has changed ground in its 
various explanations of the affair. 
Last week one division executive 
expressed, surprise when informed 
that Patterson had sought to speak 
off the record in St. Louis, where 
Post-Dispatch reporters refused to 
be bound by any “gag” demand. 
He'‘said it was his distinct under- 
standing that; the Ambassador 
was to speak publicly. 

Subsequently Patterson told the 


telephone at Kohler, Wis., where 
he ended the tour last Thursday, 
that he had been instructed by 
the State Department to talk off 
the record only. 

In St. Louis he ran into his 
first “trouble” with the press, he 
said, and was thereby forced to 
talk on the record, delivering a 
mild version of his other lectures. 
Even in that talk, however, he 
assailed the Yugoslav Government 
as “ruthless” and “dictatorial.” 

Further investigation at the 
State Department elicited the _re- 
luctant admission that Patterson 
had, in truth, obtained consent for 
“secret delivery” of his paid talks. 

Patterson was quoted in St. 
Louis as telling reporters: 

“IT just don’t want what I say 
to be printed anywhere. I might 
be withdrawn as Ambassador if it 
were, or at any rate, things would 
be made difficult for me.” 

Michael McDermott, chief infor- 
mation officer of the State De- 
partment, was asked by a re- 
porter for the New York Herald 
Tribune yesterday if Patterson 
would be returned to Belgrade as 
envoy. 

“I don’t know when or if,” Mc- 
Dermott replied. He refused to 
elaborate. 

Speculation has arisen that Pat- 
terson may resign his post. 

One concrete result of the 
Patterson incident, it was 
learned, is a top-level decision 
that in the future there will be 
no exceptions to the long-exist- 
ing rule against commercially

State's Employment Peace Act 


Amendment Virtually Duplicates N ew Jersey 
Law Prohibiting Walkouts in Essential 
Industries—Unions Dislike ‘Peace’ Law 


Less Than Possible 


Alternative.

The differences between Wis- 
consin's proposed program and the 
existing New Jersey law are ap- 
parent only to the trained legal 
eye. Objectives and methods are 
identical, and many of the clauses 
in Wisconsin Senate Bill No. 91 
are verbatim replicas of New Jer- 
sey's public utilities bargaining 
law. 


Only in relation to the respec- 
tive state codes is there any dis- 
tinction between them. New Jer- 
sey's law is a complete, compact 
unit, standitlg by itself. The pro- 
posed Wisconsin measure would 
be incorporated as an amendment 
to an existing law that provides 
the state with the most sweeping 
labor relations program yet devel- 
oped. 

“Employment Peace Act.” 

Wisconsin intends to control 
public utilities’ bargaining through 
its nearly eight-year-old Employ- 
ment Peace Act. In May 1939 the 
state legislature her: under the 
Jeadership of former Gov. Julius 
Heil put through a comprehensive 
labor relations law to regulate ac- 
tivities of unions and management 
in the state. Its scope is broad, be- 
cause it applies equally to inter- 
state and intra-state pursuits. And 
it goes beyond the provisions of 
the Wagner Act by permitting em- 
ployers to file unfair labor prac- 
tice charges against employes and 
by requiring unions to meet strict 
conditions before demanding. the 
all-union shop. 

Under the proposed Wisconsin 
legislation for public utilities, the 
State Employment Relations Board 
would bear the brunt of supervis- 
ing negotiations and public fact- 
finding hearings, when necessary. 
It would have supreme authority 
to the point at which the Governor 
might order seizure of a utility 
faced with the threat of a strike 
or lockout. 

The board is a three-man agency, 
appointed by the Governor, No 
specification has ever been made 
that it must be tri-partite in make- 
up, but its composition has equally 
represented employer, employe 
and public. The present board 
consists of Laurence E. Gooding, 
a lawyer, as chairman; John E. 
Fitzgibbon, at one time vice presi- 
dent of Phoenix Hosiery Co., rep-| 
resenting industry's viewpoint, and | 
Henry C. Rule, former officer of 
the AFL International Brother- 
hood of Electrical Workers, repre- 
senting the labor viewpoint. By 
stipulation, board members, who 
are paid an annual salary of $5000, 
cannot hold any other jobs, 

Statement of Policy. 

Wisconsin’s Peace Act, as the 
law creating the Employment Re- 
lations Board is commonly known, 
states succinctly in its preamble: 
“The public policy of the state as 
to employment relations and col- 
lective bargaining .., is declared 
to be as follows: 

“It recognizes that there are 
three major interests involved, 
namely: that of the public, the 
employe, and the employer. These 
three interests are to a consider- 
able extent interrelated. It is the 
policy of the state to protect and 
promote each of these interests 
with due regard to the situation 
and to the rights of others.” 

The act then specifies that, re- 
gardiess of the rights of dispu- 
tants, “they should not be permit- 
ted .., to intrude directly into 
the primary rights of third parties 
to earn a livelihood, transact busi- 
ness and engage in the ordinary 
affairs of life.” Unlike the Wagner 
Act, the Peace Act states that any- 
one can file an unfair labor prac- 
tice charge—employe, employer or 
just an individual. 

Twelve unfair labor practices on 
the employer's side are named in 
the act. They include the familiar 
ones of interference with union 
organization, protection of com- 
peny unions, refusal to bargain, 
and discrimination against union 
members. Then they name in de- 
tail several others which help to 
give Wisconsin so broad a labor 
relations program. 

It is unfair for the employer, 
says the act, to bargain with a 
union that does not represent @& 
majority of his employes in a col- 
lective bargaining unit. It is also 
unfair practice “to violate the 
terms of a collective bargaining 
agreement (including an agree- 
ment to accept an arbitration 
award.” It is unfair to accede to 
a mandatory dues’ checkoff; each 
individual employe must signify in 
writing that he agrees to have 

dues checked off. It is also un- 
fair for employers to engage spies 
or make or circulate blacklists. 
Unfair Employe Practices, 

On the employe side there are 
10 unfair practices. This is a 
new concept to labor legislation, 
although it is being demanded in 
many state capitals and on Capitol 
Hill at Washington. It is unfair 
for unions or employes to coerce 
individual workers into joining 
unions, to violate a bargaining 
agreement (including a voluntary 
arbitration award), to picket or 
boycott or strike unless a majority 
of the bargaining unit has voted 
authorization by secret ballot, to 
practice mass picketing or stage 
secondary boycotts, or to take un- 
@ authorized possession of a plant

Other unusual aspects of the act 
require unions to keep records of 
finances and give each member 
annually a balance sheet; compel 
unions engaged “in the produc- 
tion, harvesting or initial pro- 
cessing” of farm or dairy products 
to give the board 10 days’ advance 
notice of intentions to strike. 


The latter provision does not 
carry with it any machinery for 
compulsory arbitration. It directs 
the d to put mediation into 
operation and induce the parties 
to arbitrate, if necessary. But 
there it stops, 

Among its several provisions, 
those relating to representation 
elections and the union shop have 
stirred the most controversy, In 
elections any group may request 
to appear on the ballot. Not the 
board, but the employes them- 
selves determine the size and 
compass of the bargaining unit. 
The law also requires that ballots 
must give employes the opportun- 
ity of voting against the union. 
A majority must be obtained by 
a union before it can demand the 
rights to bargain. And the em- 
ployer as well as the union has 
the right to ask for an election. 
Before a union can ask for a 
union shop, it must prove by 
secret ballot that at least two 
thirds of those voting desire it 
(provided the two thirds consti- 
tutes at least a majority of the 
union members). Originally when 
the bill became law in 1939, the 
percentage was 75 per cent, but 
strong opposition by the AFL 
State Federation of Labor suc- 
ceeded in 1945 in obtaining a 
modification. This provision has 
been used most prominently in 
the 14-month-old strike of J. I. 
Case Co. employes at Racine; the 
election provision was applied on 
Jan. 26 to the long and bitter 
Allis-Chalmers strike at Milwau- 
kee. 

Similar Act in Colorado, 


Board Chairman Gooding told 
the Post-Dispatch that Colorado 
had on its books a similar act, 
but that it had not been brought 
into active usage. Hawaii has an 
extensive act. So do Pennsylvania 
and Minnesota, and Utah has one 
under consideration. Altogether 16 
states have some kind of media- 
tion service and another 15 re- 
port that state officials have been 
instrumental in settling labor dis- 
putes within state boundries. At 
present Missouri is not among 
either group. 

The Wisconsin law was passed 
at the urging of the Wiscon- 
sin Council for Agriculture, a 
farmers’ lobby, over vigorous pro- 
test from organized labor. It 
is said that large industrialists 
prodded the council into action, 
but Milo K. Swanton, the coun- 
cil’s executive secretary, vigor- 
ously denied the allegation. 
‘Swanton said the act was draft- 
ed by Walter Bender, a Milwau- 
kee attorney, at the council's re- 
quest. Bender is primarily a cor- 
poration lawyer, but he has repre- 
sented farm groups on many occa- 
sions. 

The farmers resented the state's 
previous labor relations act, a 
measure passed in 1937 on the 
basis of the Wagner Act, Swan- 
ton explained, because they be- 
lieved it gave labor a free rein 
which jeopardized farm interests. 
While the council and Bender 
were considering the legislation, 
the spinach crop at Franksville 
was lost because of a strike. A 
few months later, in the fall of 
1938, a dairy strike accompanied 
by violence at Richland Center cut 
heavily into local farm income, he 


said. 
System Has Worked. 

Swanton regards the present law 
as having worked out well. He 
says it places equal responsibility 
for industrial peace on both labor 
and management, “where it right- 
fully belongs.” His sentiments, 
however, are not shared by labor 
men or by members of the faculty 
at University of Wisconsin who 
have held -leading roles in the 
arena of industrial relations. 

Both the CIO and AFL, at first 
opposed to the act, regard it only 
as a “necessary evil” now. They 
know the trend nationally is 
toward some kind of regulation 
and they believe the present act is 
much less restrictive than it might 
be. Their strategy is not to have 
it repealed, but further modified 
by amendments. Heretofore, the 
AFL has engaged actively in ob- 
taining some modifications, The 
CIO, controlled until a recent 
purge by Communist - influenced 
leadership, made no attempts

Fails to Stop Out-

MID their budget, taxes and 

labor legislation headaches, 

he Republican Senate leaders 
are coping — but not very well — 
with a Peck’s Bad Boy who has 
so far failed to yield quietly to 
their discipline. 

Senator Wayne Morse of Ore- 
gon, an alumnus of the National 
Labor Relations Board, is an ad- 
vocate of public power, a backer 
of federal development of the 
West and a defender of the type 
of social progress that the pres- 
ent G.O.P. management consis- 
tently undercuts. ' 


The leadership’s reply to his 
complaints has consisted of a re- 
fusal to give him committee as- 
signments and party recognition 
to which his seniority and spon- 
sorship of legislation would ordi- 
narily have entitled him. 


The result has been a one-man 
civil war consisting of needling of 
Republican personalities, frontal 
attacks on party positions and 
general cussedness of a type rare- 
ly witnessed in the greatest gen- 
tleman’s club in the world. 


Time alone can tell what the 
concrete results will be of the 
Morse battle, which is plainly di- 
rected at the Taft-Vandenberg 
management of Senate affairs. To 
date his western colleagues have 
failed to rally ‘round, though 
there are signs in the wind—not- 
ably the westerners refusal to go 
along with. blanket budget-cutting 
—that Morse has correctly caught 
the western point of view. 

To the evident annoyance of his 
Senate colleagues, Morse last 
weekend laid the blame for the 
depression of the twenties square- 
ly at the door of the Republicans. 
“I wish I could say that my 
party has learned something from 
the experience of the 1920s,” Morse 
told the Senate. “A great many 
of ay leaders have but many have 
no 

“I think the burden of proof is 
on the budget cutters. I think 
there is a great split in the Re- 
publican party in regard to what 
the fiscal program of the party 
should be. I think it is well that 
we take issue on it now because, 
if it becomes an issue in 1948, the 
American people will decide it in 
a manner which } am convinced 
will not maintain the Republican 
party in power and, if we follow 
this unsound fiscal course pro- 
posed by Republicans who favor 
a 20 per cent tax reduction, that 
should be the answer of the Amer- 
ican people.” 

The Republican leadership, 
which would have taken this 
speech from a Democrat in its 
stride, scowled visibly. To cloak- 
room remonstrances, Morse replied 
that their “discipline” which 
robbed him of his committee po- 
sitions had left him no alternative 
but to fight on the floor for his 
beliefs regarding the course the 
party ought to take. 

Morse himself is not up for re- 
election until 1950. Should he at- 
tract support in his battle for the 
West—its most appealing aspect 
being the fact that the West has 
no representative at all on foreign 
relations or in major party policy 
committees—he can make plenty 
of trouble. In any case his is plain 
talk that will put the Old Guard 
consistently on the defensive.

Whether Franklin D. Roosevelt 
did the right or the wrong thing 
in running, first for a third term 
and then for a fourth, is not some- 
thing than can be proved, by 
passing a “quickie” constitutional 
amendment, The merits of an 
amendment ought to be discussed 
without passion, freely and with- 
out prejudice, and at a time fur- 
ther removed than we are today 
from the heat generated in the 
campaigns of 1940 and 1944. 

The common objective of any 
constitutional amendment ought to 
be to preserve and strengthen our 
self-government, We would not 
hamstring a horse because it had 
already won two races on the 
childish theory that we must be 
democratic and give another horse 
a chance. We certainly would not 
do this if there were much more 
at stake than merely the winning 
of another race. 

No Magic in Number ‘Two.’ 


It may have been reprehensible 
of*the people to prefer Roosevelt, 
as they undoubtedly did, in 1940 
and 1944, but that is no reason for 
denying them the right at some 
future time, if they choose to ex- 
ercise it, to elect a President for 
more than two terms. After all, 
thgre is no magic in the number 
“two.” It may well be that those 
who are most eager now to limit 
the democratic rights of the 
people to exercise their will in 
the selection of a President may 
be the very ones that some time 
in the not-too-distant future would 
regret a limitation that was im-

Arbitrators wave Pittsburgh Power 
Workers $975,000 a Year; Strike | 
Cost Them Million, City 300 Million 


Independent Union Rejected Mediation Bex 
fore Walkout, Accepted It After 27-Day 
Tie-up — Half of Wage Demand Granted, 
Union Shop and Profit-Sharing Refused.

The utility system offered to 
arbitrate before the strike: Had 
power workers accepted, they 
would have saved themselves more 
than a million dollars and the 
community in which they live 300 
times that much, 

The Duquesne workers struck 
last Sept. 24 for a 20 per cent 
wage incrgase. The belated arti- 
tration won them half. that 
amount—but double the manage- 
ment’s best wage offer. 

Twenty-four hours after the 
utility system’s 3668 workers, 
organized in an _ independent 
union, voted to strike last Sept. 
3, Duquesne proposed arbitration. 
After 20 days of fruitless negotia- 
tion, the workers struck. Greater 
Pittsburgh's 1,500,000 residents 
were caught in the middle. 


Now Best-Paid in U. 8. 


For 27 days the workers refused 
arbitration, Then they reversed 
themselves and an arbitration 
board was named, The three mem- 


Strong, heard weeks of testimony 
and then handed down their deci- 
sion, 

It made the Duquesne employes 
the highest paid utility workers in 
the country, according to Col. 
Strong. Wage increases ranging 
from 5 to 18 cents an hour were 
awarded. They totaled $973,427 a 
year. 

The new average hourly rates 
range from 95.02 cents to $1.558. 
Calculated at the average rates 
submitted by the management, the 
union’s 20 per cent demand would 
have cost the utility system $1,- 
899,432 a year and boosted the top 
average rate to $1.7136, 

Duquesne’s best offer had been 
a quarter of the union’s demand 
—5 per cent. It was coupled with 
a proposed retroactive pension 
fund contribution which was esti- 
mated at about $1,000,000.

$984,827 in pay. In addition they 
lost some $326,000 in retroactive 
pay by delay of the arbitration 
proceedings, and the company 
withdrew its $1,000,000 pension 
offer. . 

But those figures were small 
compared to the cost to Pitts 
burgh industry and business. Fi- 
nancial observers placed the all- 
over loss resulting from the 
strike at $300,000,000. 

Each day the Duquesne workers 
spent idle, while union and com- 
pany representatives bickered over 
whether arbitration would be sub- 
ject to government stabilization 
controls, cost them $36,701 in 
wages, figuring each employe lost 
eight hours at straight time. 

The arbitration board's award 
was retroactive only to Jan, 1, 
1947. Had the power union ac- 
cepted the original arbitration of- 
fer, the award no doubt would 
have been retroactive to the ex-~- 
piration of the previous contract 
last September. 

At the rates set up by the 
award, the delay cost the workers 
a third of their annual increase— 
$326,700. 

Impact on Community. 


But overshadowing the direct 
debits and credits of the Duquesne 
dispute was the over-all impact of 
the strike on the community. | 

Pittsburgh’s Mayor David lL 
Lawrence called it a “strike 
against the people.” He sought to 
stop it with an injunction on the 
grounds that it was “against the 
public welfare” and endangered 
the health of the community. 

More than 100,000 workers in 
power-consuming industries, prin- 
cipally the smaller steel-fabricat- 
ing plants which line the district’s 
river valleys, were made idle. De- 
partment stores were closed for 
two weeks, with an estimated $5,- 
000,000 loss in sales.

Wilson’s Living Words 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

A few days ago I was going through 
an old loose-leaf notebook which my lit- 
the boy flushed from a pile of odds and 
ends when he followed me to the attic. 
I looked over the pages before throwing 
them away, just to see what kind of 
foolishness I was in the habit of saving 
three or four or more years ago. 

One page in particular caught my eye 
—some words from a speech by Wood- 
row Wilson. Splendid words—but in the 
light of all that has happened since, as 
full of fantasy as one of Grimm’s fairy 
tales. I wondered why I ever bothered 
te copy and keep them. So, as in his 
lifetime, the destiny of Woodrow Wil- 
son's beliefs was the wastebasket. 

When I read of the signing of the 
peace treaty in Paris, of the riots of pro- 
test in Italy, of their hour of mourning, 
I fished Wilson’s words out of the 
wastebasket. They seem worth a letter 
to the editor, pertinent as they are to 

the subject of peace. 

Wilson began his speech by declaring 
that “it must be a peace without vic- 
tory.” After what seemed to me an im- 
plied apology for having to say this, he 
went on: 

Victory would mean peace forced 
upon the loser, a victor’s terms im- 
posed mn the vanquished. It would 
be a ed in humiliation, under 
duress, at an intolerable sacrifice, and 
would leave a sting, a resentment, a 
bitter memory upon which terms of 
peace would rest not permanently, but 
only as upon quicksand. Only a peace» 
between equals can last. Only a peace 
the principle of which is equality and 
a common participation in a common 

benefit. The right state ‘of mind, the 
right feeling between nations is as 
mecessary for a lasting peace as is the 
just settlement of vexed questions of 
territory or of racial and national al- 
legiance. 

It was disastrous for an ailing world 
that all of the ingredients in Wilson's 
prescription for peace were finally dis- 
carded. This nation’s compromise with 
injustice helped to rock the world a gen- 
eration later. : 

We appear to be doing the same thing 
all over again this time. The fine, brave 
words of the Atlantic Charter have been 
scrapped in favor of what we charitably 
call realism. 

The winners take off a little here, add 
on a little there. And it is just begin- 
ning. In terms of human beings this 
juggling of territories has meant tragic 
transfers of whole populations. Our com- 
promise with tyranny has sent ghosts of 
the three Baltic countries which are“‘ho 
more to haunt us. Esthonians sailed 
thousands of miles im frail little boats 
just to get within smelling distance of 
freedom again. 

Surely the term “peace treaty” is a 
misnomer.

A Medical Insurance Racket 
Te the Editor of the Post-Diepatch: 

I should like to call your attention to 
the fake hospitalization and health and 
accident companies operating in Missou- 
ri. 

Most of them are assessment societies, 
although they tack “Insurance Com- 
pany” on their mames. The brochures 
promise a lot of benefits, but the poli- 
cies read differently. In small print are 
the words: “Subject to terms and limita- 
tions of policy.” 

I had my eyes opened when a policy- 
helder called me at my home im the mid- 
dle of the night to tell me her husband 
had pneumonia but the hospitals refused 
to receive him unless she paid cash in 
advance. 

I called the manager at his hotel, ex- 
plaining the circumstances, but he in- 
formed me that unless she had the money 
to pay in advance her husband would 
have to be taken to the city hospital. 

These policies have a clause stipulating 
that if a person enters a Government, 
state, county or city hospital the com- 
pany will not pay the bill. It happens 
in numerous cases that people do not 
have money to pay in advance, so are 
forced te go to a charity hospital.

Progress at Jefferson City 


In its quest for a law to protect the public 
from utility strikes, the Republican leadership 
in the Missouri Legislature has settled on a bill 
closely patterned after the excellent measure 
pioneered by New Jersey. The bill would create 
a state mediation board which would use its of- 
fices to settle utility disputes, and provides for 
a public hearing panel to mobilize opinion in 
behalf of a settlement in event the mediation 
board fails. 

Labor contracts in public utilities would re- 
main in force for at least a year and would be 
renewed automatically unless the party desiring 
changes stipulated its demands to the mediation 
board at least 60 days before expiration of the 
contract. If a settlement were not reached 
within five days of the expiration of the contract, 
the company and the employes would each name 
a member to the public hearing panel, these two 
members to select a third. This panel would 


‘ conduct open hearings and then summarize the 


evidence and present recommendations to the 
Governor. If the hearings did not result in a 
settlement and if a strike followed, the Governor 
would seize the utility and operate it by what- 
ever state agency he deemed best. 

Possibly the Governor already has the power 
to seize struck utility plants under the general 
welfare clause, but the proposed law gives him 
the power explicitly and provides machinery to 
avert such seizure if possible, It provides means 
of focusing public opinion effectively against 
the side whose unreasonableness is blocking a 
settlement. And the proposed law has teeth 
that can be used if mediation and public opinion 
are ineffective. 

The bill goes beyond the New Jersey statute 
in providing substantial penalties—up to a year 
in prison and up to $1000 fine—if a public utility 
employe strikes when the state seizes a plant. If 
these penalties are retained they ought, as we 


have observed before, to be accompanied by > 


provisions compensating utility employes for giv- 
ing up the right to strike. The law should pro- 
vide that a qualified state agency review utility 
Wages annually and assure that they rise as 
rapidly as wages in general rise. It should as- 
sure also that vacation and pension provisions 
are at least as generous as they are in other 
industries, and even more so. 

There is a question as to whether penalties as 
harsh as fines and imprisonment are required. 
The New Jersey law stops simply at providing 
for state seizure and operation of the struck 
plant. If this is supplemented by provisions for- 
bidding forceful picketing of utility plants and 
providing that employes refusing to work for a 
seized plant be deprived of their seniority and 
of their vested interest in their job, it might 
very well be sufficient. 

It is essential that any law of this sort be of 
such nature as to attract and hold public sup- 


port. The New Jersey law expressly states that 


No employe shall be required to render 
labor or service without his consent; nor 
shall anything in this act be construed to 
make the quitting of his labor or services by 
an individual employe an illegal act... 
This provision was written in, it is said, in 

deference to the clause of the Thirteenth 
Amendment prohibiting involuntary servitude. 
A severability clause could protect the rest of 
the proposed Missouri law from being invali- 
dated if the penalty provisions were ruled out 
in court. But the Legislature should bear in 
mind that public opinion will not be attracted 
to a law any clause of which challenges a funda- 
mental guaranty of the Constitution. 

The Legislature has made a good deal of prog- 
ress from the haphazard proposals which were 
introduced earlier in this session. There is every 
reason to hope that further deliberation will re- 
sult in a law that strikes an even balance be- 
tween the imperative necessity of public protec- 
tion against strikes in utilities and even-handed 
justice to utility employes.

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Invitation to Another Veto 

A small-loan bill was vetoed last November 
because of its excessive interest rates. Neverthe- 
less, the new Senate’s Banking Committee has 
approved a bill with a rate of 26 per cent, which 
is only 1 per cent below the vetoed measure 
top. After years of exeessive rates, at the ex- 
pense of little people caught in personal emer- 
gencies, the small-loan gang and their legisla- 
tive stooges hold out stubbornly for more of the 


“ same. 


Such rates, Gov. Donnelly has said, are un- 
reasonable because money is unprecedentedly 
cheap and the banks are bursting with deposits. 
That is true. In fact, commercial banks in St. 
Louis do a thriving small-loan business at 9.7 
per cent, including insurance protection on un- 
There may be reason to permit 
half as much again to cover the higher unit costs 
of specialized loan companies—say, a total rate 
of 15 per.cent. But how can lenders possibly 
justify the difference between 15 and 26 per 
cent? 2 

They have tried to justify ft only by showing 


that some of them have excessive expenses be- 


cause their volume of business is so low. The 
trouble is that the Missouri small-loan industry 
is excessively subdivided among about 140 of- 
fices, most of them in St. Louis and Kansas 


City. The rates required to support its weaker 
members tyrannize over all borrowers and gain 
exorbitant profits for the busiest members. 
Loan lobbyists to the contrary, the Legisla- 
ture’s duty is not to allow unreasonable interest 
for the special benefit of lenders.

A small but highly mobile band of St. Louis- 
ans, led by Gen. Aloys Kaufmann, is returning 
home after a successful invasion of Washington, 
with the city’s airport back in their pockets. 
Gen. Kaufmann’s communique, ‘announcing his 
victory, is modest enough. He might have taken 
a leaf from a famous American commander and 
put this on the teletype: “St. Louisans, we have 
met the bureaucrats and they are ours.” 

It was two and a half weeks ago that Gen. 
Kaufmann, with his gallant aides, Cols. Stemm- 
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ler and Kinsey, began the march on Washington. — A 


As a strategic preliminary, they deployed on the 
White House, seizing Clark Clifford as a hostage. 
Then they shot off their bazookas and one by 
one the bureaucrats bit the dust. 

A famous and well-deserved triumph it was. 
Under the terms of the peace treaty, the Naval 
Air Station is to be transferred to some other 
point in the St. Louis area; inroads have been 
made on the McDonnell plant area for servicing 
and storing planes; the Army’s lease on its Air 
Corps Depot is to be cancelled immediately; 
these and other trophies hang from the belts of 
Gen. Kaufmann and his men. 

St. Louis, which patriotically handed over air- 
port facilities to the Government during the war 
and has been treated like a stepchild since, is 
at last getting a fair break. A fanfare is in or- 
der for the returning heroes who made this 


possible. 
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Repeal by Starvation 

In the reckless spirit which has marked the 
new Congress these last few days, the House 
has slashed $9,000,000 off OPA’s current operat- 
ing funds. If that aet stands, says OPA Chief 
Max McCullough, OPA will necessarily halt its 
major activities almost immediately, including 
control of rents, sugar, rice and sirup and the ra- 
tioning of sugar. The circumstanves considered, 
Mr. McCullough would hardly be bluffing. 

It must be suspected, therefore, that the House 
is using the backhanded way of financial starva- 
tion to accomplish what it does not dare do by 
outright repeal. Some of the few_remaining 
OPA controls are acutely needed, and House 
members undoubtedly know that a debate on the 
merits would rally an overwhelming support for 
those controls. 

The Senate, which is often disposed to greater 
deliberation, should withhold its approval and 
send the slash back to the House for reconsid- 
eration. 
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Cold Water and Guaranteed Wages 


Economists, and particularly Brookings Insti- 
tution economists, like to pour cold water on 
popular enthusiasms, and some of it has been 
needed on those who regard guaranteed annual 
wages as a cure-all. However, A. D. H. Kaplan’s 
new monograph invites a cooling dose itself. 

He says that setting aside reserves to pay 
wages when men are not working would increase 
prices when they are working. Is that bad? 
When an industry’s employment is unstable, 
isn’t it, better to charge for it in current prices 
than to let depression arrive and then load a 
larger burden of make-work and unemployment 
compensation on the public at large? 

He says liability for guaranteed wages would 
discourage employers from increasing forces in 
boom periods. That's probably true, but isn’t 
it good public policy, and also good private busi- 
ness policy, to schedule production so as to 
avoid booms because they lead to busts? Isn't 
the aim to level out the business cycle and have 
a maintainable steady economic expansion in- 
stead? 

He says that making wages a fixed overhead 
cost would encourage price-cutting when busi- 
ness is slack. It would certainly tend to do 
that, but aren’t lower prices the way to revive 
buying, and wasn’t it insufficient price-cutting, 
among other things, which made recovery after 
1929 so laggard? 

Mr. Kaplan makes the unassailable point that 
guaranteed wages should not be crammed down 
anyone’s throat. As far as the official advance 
summary shows, he has also opened up possible 
long-run objections for a closer study than may 
have been possible heretofore. His detailed 
views deserve study along with other testimony. 
But despite his objections, there remains a 
powerful case for the guaranteed wage in many 
industries, 
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That Proposed State Song , 


The Missouri Legislature is going to make a 
show of itself, if it doesn’t watch out, in all this 
to-do about a state song. The House has already 
adopted a bill which would designate as the 
state song “Missouri, the Show-Me State,” by 
Mrs. ‘Idele Hillebrand of Vandalia. 

The composer was no doubt animated by the 
highest patriotic motives in writing ‘Missouri, 
the Show-Me State.” As long as it remained a 
private matter, it was a subject fit only for 
polite murmurings of pleasure. But the official 
state song—that’s another thing. 

We haven't heard the tune, buf we've read 
the lyrics, and with all due deference to Mrs. 
Hillebrand, they are doggerel, and rather art- 
lessly-written doggerel at that. Missouri would 
do well to go without a state song until it can 
adopt one that is composed with, at the mini- 
mum, professional craftsmanship. The Missouri 
Legislature, before it takes final action on this 
matter, ought to consult with people whose judg- 
ment in music and poetry they can rely upon. 
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Taxes are to be cut to the bone, according to 
some Republican circles. The bone in question 
being, we presume, in the head.

America’s heavy foreign loans should be used to promote peace, 
economist says; although we support International Bank, it cannot 
stand above national rivalries; says United States should sponsor 
bank aid only to nations who renounce use of force and conspiracy. 


Herbert Feis, Former Director of the Export-Import Bank, 
in the Atlantic Monthly 


To Americans the misbegotten regults of 
certain past foreign financial ivities 
have been saddening. But they would, it 
was thought, be wiped out by the defeat 
of the Axis. It was anticipated that we 
would be able to resume the path of 
financial aloofness; that we would be able, 
without worrisome concern: over political 
strategy, to direct our lending power to 
the congenial opportunity of world-wide 


economic improvement. 


But we are moving along the opposite 
course. Our loan policy has become a 
working element in our political battles 
and a means of winning adherents to a 
program of international trade which doeg 
not entirely lack political significance. 

We are no longer merely the world’s 
banker. We are enmeshed in its disorders 
and difficulties. We have decided that we 
cannot escape by a new withdrawal into 
isolation—political or economic. We have 
reluctantly accepted the necessity for par- 
ticipating in, and seeking a basis of order 
for, the confused struggle among the na- 
tions of the world. 


Four-Lane Foreign Policy 


We are engaged in four interwoven 
lines of effort simultaneously. First, to 
create effective arrangements for the 
maintenance of peace; second, to strength- 
en our strategic position and politica] un- 
derstandings; third, to prevent the spread 
of Communism over Europe and Asia; and 
fourth, to reweave the pattern of trade 
among nations that prevailed before the 
depression—a pattern shaped by liberated, 
unmanaged and universal competition. 

We are favoring the countries~which we 
trust; using loans to prove our good will 
to rulers inclined to bargain; encouraging 
countries that are wavering in their al- 
legiance to our purposes or our interests; 
denying those we fear; and asking all to 
sign their name to that paper structure 
of vows that we have been erecting in 
the international trade field. 

Large® loans have been made to Great 
Britain and France, and smaller ones to 
Belgium and Holland. These were impelled 
by the wish to support countries that had 
free political institutions and were de- 
fended as essential to the restoration of 
international trade. Some opponents of 
these loans remained unmoved by these 
purposes, until frightened by the thought 
that refusal would cause Western Europe 
to draw closer to Russia, 


The Loans Are Stop-Gaps 


We have promised loans to Italy, though 
we know they are not likely to bg repaid; 
our willingness to do so emerges from a 
vague sense of basic historical kinshfp, 
extensive racial connections and the fear 
that out of desperation Italy might turn 
to the U.S.S.R. for support. 

Loan discussions between the U.S.S.R. 
and ourselves have long been the subject 
of many phantonflike reports. But the 
American Government has been of the 
opinion that it would be unwise and un- 
justified in making a loan until some of 
the main issues that divide the U.S.S.R. 
and ourselves are satisfactorily settled, 

Where hostility is strong and the con- 
flict of national ambitions and institutions 
profound, loans will not long heal the 
breach. Hatred and rivalry soon make 


it 


mock of the effort. The United States 
must not fall into the error of thinking 
that because it possesses financial power 
it will be spared the necessity of making 
the utmost exertion of other kinds to find 
the terms of peace and security, 

So much for the tangle of policy in which 
our loan activity now finds itself inclosed. 
Can this be avoided by assigning the task 
to an international organization? Our 
responsiveness to this thought is proved 
by our leadership in the creation of the 
International Bank for Reconstruction and 
Development. 


Job for the World Bank 


This bank was devised with the inten- 
tion of converting international lending 
into a shared responsibility. Here then 
was contemplated not only the end of the 
diplomacy of the dollar, but of the pound 
and the france and the mark and the ruble. 
This ig a conception most earnestly to be 
encouraged. There should be a source of 
capital that can stand aside from, or 
above, national interests and rivalries. 


But the bank will not be able to act 
smoothly anywhere, and will not be able 
to act at all in many parts of the world, 
if the great powers continue to be bitterly 
divided over vital issues. How can the 
national representatives who will direct 
the bank ignore such matters? 


The American Government is supplying 
a large fraction of the funds of the bank 
and, like all other members, has a veto 
power over all loan operations undertaken 
in its market. We should not ask that 
the bank shape its decision to satisfy any 
exclusive or frightened purpose of our 
own. But we can properly ask proof that 
the beneficiaries have sincerely renounced 
the use of force and conspiracy in the 
conduct of their international relations. 

The motto on the international] dollar 
should be “reconciliation,” not “domina- 
tion.” Then let us bluntly require all who 
seek to borrow to make that motto their 
own,

THE WALLS OF JERICO, by Paui J. Wellman. (J, 

B. Lippincott? Co., Philedelphie.) 

The walls of ancient Jericho were leveled 
by the blast of trumpets. The walls of 
modern Jericho, as Paul Wellman tells, were 
leveled by the tooting of a woman’s horn. 
The walls of the Kansas town called Jericho 
were builded in the first place by a woman 
named Algeria, and it was fitting that they 
should fall because they were walls of dis- 
trust and hate erected by Algeria’s ambi- 
tion between men who had been friends. 

David Constable, Lincolnesque lawyer, 
and Tucker Wedge, small town editor, had 
long been friends before Tucker Wedge 
took city-bred Algeria as his wife. Con- 
stable championed the cause of the farm 
ers, became county attorney and was well 
on his way to the senatorship when fate, in 
the form of Algeria, intervened. 

Constable stood in the way of Algeria’s 
ambitions for herself and her husband. 
With cold calculation, she planned the walls 
she will erect between the two men, to the 
grief of both.

This is a strange novel. Five or six hun- 
gry, ragged children live in the cellar of a 
ruined house not far from St. Stephen’s 
Cathedral in Vienna. They have survived 
the war, but they have been close to misery 
and death in the concentration camps of 
the Nazis and in the fierce battle to exist 
under the Nazis’ conquerors. 

The leader of the group is Yid, a 13-year- 
old boy, respected because he is the clever- 
est pickpocket. The oldest girl is Eve, 15, 
and a wanton, who hopes to begin a new 
life. Tiny, the youngest girl, is dying of 
balloon belly, and she likes to play funeral 
and lie quietly under newspapers to keep 
warm. 

Into this strange menage stumbles the 
Rev. Hoseah Washington Smith, Negro 
chaplain in the United States Army. On 
his first visit he is relieved of everything 
of value he has with him, but he learns 
more of pity and love and understanding 
than his religious training had been able 
to teach him, and he formulates a plan to 
help these children make their way to 
Switzerland.

Picture at City Museum Is 
First Obtained From Par- 
sons Fund in 11 Years.

The purchase of the painting, 
“Landscape With Cattle and a 
Milk Maid,” by the Dutch artist, 
Aelbert Cuyp, was jointly an- 
nounced today, by the Qity Art Mu- 
seum and Washington University. 
It was acquired with the accumu- 
lated interest from a fund of $75,- 
000 bequeathed to the university 
by the late Charles Parsons for 
maintaining and increasing his 
art collection. 

Representing a pastoral scene 
in the lush flatlands of Holland, 
the painting, which is 64 by 64 
inches, prominently shows two 
tows being milked by a farm girl 
in a large straw hat. Cows were 
Cuyp’s favorite animals and be- 
came the hallmark of his work. 
The foreg:jund of the work shows 
a brass <nilk can and a large 
meadoW plant. A farmer at a 
well and a horseman riding by on 
a country road are in the middle 
distance. The towers of Dor- 
drecht, Cuyp’s birthplace, are on 
the horizon. 

Characteristically, the scene is 
flooded with golden light, the sky 
is filled with billowing clouds 
touched with a soft golden hue 
from the sun, suggesting the first 
hours of morning. The painting, 
together with others in the Par- 
sons collection, is on view at the 
Art Museum. This work by Cuyp, 
who is considered by many to be 
one of the greatest of the old 
Dutch masters, was*the first pur- 
chase made from the Parsons 
fund in 11 years.

“Wheat Farmers,” by Joe Jones, 
formerly of St. Louis but now liv- 
ing in New Jersey, drew special 
comment. It is a view of thresh- 
ing in the field, interest centering 
in patterns of wheat rather than 
figures of men. 

Appropriate Grouping. 
These patterns, wispy and 
rhythmic, are echoed by shapes 
in the sky and on the ground. 
Tawny yellows and golds of the 
wheat find reflection in clouds. 
Outlines of farmers and mules 
are roughed in with economy of 
detail, Painted in 1936, the oil is 
not representative of Jones’s re- 
cent work, which is still more 
simplified and sophisticated, It 
is a good sampling of the artist's 
work in general, however, for he 
has used wheat in many canvases. 
The »picture appropriately is hung 
next to another Midwest regional 
painting, “Boom Town,” done in 
1928 by Thomas Hart Benton. 
Greater interest was evinced in 
“Sanctuary,” by Philip Guston, 
advanced painting instructor at 
Washington University, who at- 
tended, without tie, and looked 
over all exhibits with care.

Take the case of Wendell Berge, 
who has just resigned as Assistant 
Attorney General in charge of the 
Anti-Trust Division. Berge went 
to Capito] Hill the other day to 
appear before the Senate Commit- 
tee on Civil Service. 


Mr. Berge’s Ordeal. 


As all bureaucrats do these days, 
Berge felt a certain apprehension. 
His division in the Department of 
Justice is not likely to find favor 
with the economizers. The pros-

Bion for Anti-Trust instead of the 
ll] increase that Berge felt is 

ecessary for the work of the di- 
Vision. 

But what was his experience 
when he went before that commit- 
tee? He was berated by the new 
Republican chairman, Senator 
Langer of North Dakota, because 
he had not put anyone in jail for 
violating the anti-trust laws. For 
the bureaucrat, life is always full 
of surprises. 

Berge tried repeatedly to explain 
that Judges and juries would not, 
except in unusual cases, apply 
criminal penalties to business men. 
Virtually all anti-trust actions are 
civil cases intended to impose 
fines on corporations and prevent 
them from repeating monopolistic 
practices. 


How Langer Operates. 


Yet Langer persisted. This is a 
Sample of the cross-examination: 

Langer: “Your section has a suit 
pending against the Tungsten 
manufacturers? 

Berge: “That case is being tried 
right now.” 

Langey: “Those people are buy- 
ing that at $24 a pound and they 
got together and raised that to 
$480 a pound.” 

Berge: “$453, I believe.” 

Langer: “And it cost $24, and 
not a single living soul went to 
jail!” 

Berge: “The case is being tried 
now.

Berge: “I do not know that it 
would. ...,. I think you have to 
go further than just punishment.

We 
have got this suit pending in New 
York where we are trying to 
tackle the problem on the nation- 
al scale and get divestiture of 
the motion-picture houses from 
control of the big fellows, so that 
every motion-picture house will be 
independent. And that is going to 
the Supreme Court.” 

Langer: “The Attorney General’s 
office did a marvelous job when 
they convicted Brown and Bioff, 
the labor racketeers, and did a lot 
of good and helped keep union- 
labor racketeers from taking ad- 
vantage of union members. It is 
just as logical if you put two or 
three big movie fellows in the 
penitentiary for putting little fel- 
lows out of business in places like 
Devil’s Lake and Grand Forks. 
That would also be a deterrent.” 


Like a Criminal! Trial. 


Patiently, Berge tried to explain 
how monopoly control had evolved 
in the movie industry over a long 
period of years. It would be 
wrong, he told Langer, to “assess 
moral guilt on a few fellows and 
put them in jail to atone for the 
economic wrongs of the whole in- 
dustry.” 

At times, the bystander would 
have thought that Berge himself 
was a criminal on trial for his life. 
Members of the committee seemed 
to be accusing him of some con- 
spiracy to spend Government 
funds. By an interesting coinci- 
dence, Berge had already written 
out his resignation, effective May 
1. Far from desiring to keep his 
job, he had wanted for a long time 
to give it up. Conscience had 
kept him on,

in the Government. If they are 
to be badgered and harried before 
congressional committees, the re- 
sult will soon be no Government 
at all. Some members of Con- 
gress may want that.

Territory To Be Served. 

The Wood River plant will serve 
a large Southern Illinois area, in- 
cluding much of the Illinois sec- 
tion of the St. Louis metropoli- 
tan district, and extending beyond 
Hillsboro, Vandalia, Mount Ver- 
non, Du Quoin and Chester. The 
company has acquired a 200-acre 
site for it. Construction will not 
begin until 1948. 

The annual report related that 
the recent settlement of the IIli- 
nois Power claims of about $50,- 
000,000 with the North American 
system, which will result for the 
first time in setting Illinois Power 
up as an independent utility, in- 
volved cancellation of the old 
power purchase contract with the 
Union Electric system. Terms of 
that contract, it was added, were 
“highly disadvantageous” to IIli- 
nois Power. 

A new contract has been made, 
taking into consideration’ § the 
plans for the Wood River plant. 
Under this, the report disclosed, 
Illinois Power must have two 40,- 
000-kilowatt generating units in 
service in this plant by Dec. 1, 
1949, and a third unit of the same 
size a year later, while it would 
also have to be prepared to handle’ 
the entire load of its southern 
division by Dec, 1, 1951. 

Prices to be paid Union Electric 
Power Co., the Union Electric sys- 
tem subsidiary operating the Ca- 
hokia power plant, will be sub- 
stantially the same under the new 
icontract as the old, except that 
as generation from either’ the 
Wood River or Havana plants be- 


comes available the billing de- 
mand from Union Electric will be 
reduced proportionately.’

The Wood River estimate includes 
about $5,000,000 for transmission 
lines, the Havana plant was un- 
der way before costs reached cur- 
rent levels, and Havana has better 
foundation conditions than Wood 
River. 

If power demand continues to 
increase at it has been doing since |i 
the end of the war — to the 
surprise of utility men — one 
more 40,000-kilowatt unit may be 
authorized within the next year 
for each of these plants, said Van 
Wyck.

EDUCATOR URGES 
UULLEGES 10 END 
TUITION FEES 


U.S. Office of Education 
Official Makes Subges- 
tion at National School 
Session Here. 


A suggestion that college edu- 
cation be made free to all students 
was made today by John Dale 
Russell, director of the division of 
higher education in the United 
States Office of Education. He 
spoke at the twenty-sixth annual 
meeting of the American Associ- 
ation of Junior Colleges at Hotel 
Jefferson, 

Russell said he apparently was 
alone in his criticism of the trend 
of colleges to increase tuition fees. 
Many institutions may have been 


led to believe their fees were too 
low, he added, by the fact that the 
Government is willing to pay $6500 
a year for the education of each 
qualified veteran, 

“But I believe,” he said, “we 
would be better off if higher edu- 
cation was as free as elementary 
education. Would it not be better 
to teach the student that higher 
education is something society has 
freely given him and the only re- 
payment he can make is through 
service to society?” 

Universal reports of the excel- 
lent academic achievements by 
veterans, Russell said, “may re- 
flect the fact that federal subsidies 
have relieved this group, to a con- 
siderable extent, from the usual 
economic burden,” 

Russell, former professor of edu- 
cation at the University of Chi- 
cago and dean and advisor of the 
Biarritz American University in 
France for soldier-students, as- 
sailed the practices of some col- 
leges of restraining applications 
to the schools by setting a racial 
and religious quota. These schools 
enroll only those students who are 
residents of the state. This prac- 
tice increases provincialism in 


m| schools and students, he said, 


In discussing trends, Russell 
students were en- 
rolled in junior colleges and uni- 
versities last semester. This is 
twice the number enrolled in a 
corresponding semester in 1945 and 
50 per cent more than in any peak 
prewar year. Enrollments, he pre- 


dicted, would not decline until |# 


1955.

CHILDREN are basically animals, and animals are intensely 
selfish.

Boys and girls also start out in life with animal inclina- 
tions. With each succeeding year up till 16, they keep gaining 
more and more mental age. : 

Their bodies don’t keep growing much farther away from 
the pig structure, but their brain does. And it is this mental 
growth that permits religion and art and science and unselfish- 
ness to appear among human beings.

UNSELFISHNESS, however, is not: native to man or the 
other animals, but selfishness is. Generosity and altruism, re- 
ligion and idealism, are products of the brain, not the belly, 
and they generally appear only as we grow older. But even 
so, they require implantation by teachers and parents. Many 
intellectual geniuses are very selfish and self-centered. So 
your intelligence quotient is no indication in itself of your un- 
selfishness or love for your fellowmen. 

It behooves us, therefore, to see that children are taught 
property rights. They must also learn to share, to imagine the 
feelings of their playmates, to appreciate what is meant by 
the Golden Rule. 

They do not learn these attitudes in six weeks or six 
months. It requires years. Dwight and his brother had a fine 
home environment, but they were jealous of each other, each 
trying to get the larger portion. It took years to offset their 
primitive animal selfishness.

Center which I recently opened, 
so as to see it when the chil- 
dren were there. In talking with 
the ‘doctors, I found myself mak- 
ing. a connection between the 
study of these children and the 
ultimate decision of what shall be 
done to protect the younger gen- 
eration from the results of living 
in the modern world. I have 
watched the effects of bad housing 
and drunken parents, and have 
followed all the long miserable 
story which usually goes to the 
making of juvenile delinquency 
and ultimately adult crime.

We have had spelled out for us 
pretty clearly what happens when 
a youth just hasn’t built up enough 
stamina to stand the strain of 
modern war. We know that some 
boys who should have been men 
cracked temporarily, and some 
cracked permanently, under the 
strain of the last war. We know 
that any future war is going to 
be more devastating. Out of *this 
knowledge, we achieve a sense of 
bewilderment and we turn to the 
psychiatrist as our only hope ‘to 
solve this problem. Heaven knows 
whether he can, but he probably is 
one of the few people consciously 
working on it. 

. * * 


ONE THING I am sure is fortu- 
nate—namely, that we are going 
to study mental attitudes and 
strains where children are con- 
cerned. At the center, I saw a lit- 
tle girl who, because she had been 
a very tiny baby over whom her 
mother had agonized and watched 
with unremitting care, had now 
become completely dependent on 
her mother; so much so that she 
spoke to no one else. She is the 
victim not of her own fears, but 
of her mother’s fears. The thing 
that stands out is how much par- 


ents often have to learn in deal- 
ing with themselves. 

I saw a little boy who lives 
completely in a world of unreality. 
Sometimes he is Superman, some- 
times he is some other character 
in the comic books. He is always 
the hero because, in real life, he 
has so little confidence in himself. 
One comes to recognize very 
quickly that this is no children’s 
problem, but a joint family prob- 
lem. 

. . . 

WHEN WE GROW to be ma- 
ture men and women, I wonder if 
those of us who express so much 
fear in relation to the problem 
of the world are not simply re- 
filecting fears which were not con- 


quered in childhood. A woman 
said to me yesterday that she had 
been in Europe a great deal after 
the first world war, mainly in 
Germany, and she had had high 
hopes of a peaceful world, Now 
she had no hope for peace — she 
felt that it was just a question 
of who would use the atomic bomb 
first. 

That is an expression of fear — 
fear of a power which we possess 
but are not sure that we can 
control, fear of what others may 
do with that power if, before long, 
they have it too. None of this 
spells maturity in the individual— 
and immature individuals mean 
immature nations. 

Fears b fears, and if we 
who are at present the strongest 
nation in the world have fear, 
we will breed it in other people. 
That is one reason why I dislike 
to see us so often take a negative 
attitude, both in our domestic af- 
fairs and in our foreign policy, 
I should like to see this country 
be for certain definite programs 
and. go out and achieve them. 
Psychologically, that is a better 
attitude of mind in the world of 
the present.

ifts to the 
declarer, about whic 
writing, is the vaguest of all. 
But against an alert declarer, it 
probably costs you more than the 
other two put togéther. I mean 


1 HE third source of 


the informative trance which helps 


the declarer to place the cards. 


It may still be useful to refuse 
to win a king with an ace, but 
it loses a great deal of its value 
if you trance for half an hour be- 
fore refusing. It may not always 
be advisable to cover an honor 
with an honor. But when you 
don’t, for heaven’s sake don’t hesi- 
tate. And when you refuse the 
finesse the declarer has taken to- 
wards your king, refuse nonchal- 
antly and smack your partner’s 
hand if he has dared to stretch 
it across the table. And finally, if 
you get into trouble over your dis- 
cards while the declarer is play- 
ing out his long suit, don’t let him 
see it. If you are forced to blank 
a king—look happy about it. Don’t 
let your anguished wriggles tell 
the declarer you've got it. He 
might not know. 
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AND IT IS no use arguing that 
the declarer, is an unethical cad 
to take adavntage of your dis- 
tress. It is considered quite ethical 
for the declarer to take advantage 
of your demeanor, so why should 
it be considered unethical to. put 
on a demeanor to bluff the de 
clarer? 

Personally I hold the revolu- 
tionary view that bridge would be 
a much fairer game if it was 
played all-out, with every kind of 
vocal intonation or expressive ges- 
ture considered in order and abso- 
lutely sporting—though not stack- 

the deck or indulging in 
physical violence, like kicking your 
partner under the table. There is 
so much unconscious and unavoid- 
able cheating anyway—every pair 
that plays together continually 
just can’t help cheating through 
their knowledge of each other— 
that it would be far more ethical 
to abolish all ethics. Perhaps I'm 
not serious. Or am I? Anyway, I 
ao not propose to argue the point 
here. If I started I should never 
stop, and I might tie everybody 


into knots, including myself. So | 


let’s leave it at that. 


It is perfectly ethical for de- 
clarer to draw inference from 


- your hesitations, But you must 


not hesitate purposefully in order 
to fool him. Therefore, you must 
learn to stop hesitating. Now, it 
is impossible to stop hesitating all 


the time. There are too many 


situations in bridge where you are 
taken by surprise and simply have 
to stop and think. So do your 
thinking in advance. 
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MOST OF THE trancing situa- 
tions in defense can be seen com- 
ing long before they arrive. The 
moment you see them, stop and 
decide what you will do. Then by 
the time the declarer makes the 
play, you will be ready for him 
and give nothing away. 

Take that famous example — 
your ace over a singleton in 
dummy. It is apparent the mo- 
ment dummy goes down that 
sooner or later the declarer will 
lead that singleton. Make up your 
mind what you are going to do 
before it happens. 

There are usually plenty of op- 
portunities for thinking incon- 
spicuously. Few deciarers play 
like lightning. And while a de- 
clarer is trancing — you can get 
your own trancing done. 

If the declarer is disobliging 
enough not to give you an oppor- 
tunity, you can still find time for 
your trance before the critical 
moment by doing it during another 
trick altogether, though preferably 
avoiding one when you have a 
singleton of the suit led. 

For instance, when a declarer 
starts playing out all his trumps, 
don't discard happily and wait to 
trance until you are in difficulties. 
Take your trance while you are 
still happy, work out what is 
going to happen and what you are 
going to do about it. Then if 
you decide you must leave yourself 
with a blank king, you will at 
least avoid that final trance that 
tells the declarer what you have 
done. y

For solace in their 
loneliness they sing when none 
are near to hear, but, fearful of 
ridicule, they are warily silent 
when a furriner comes nigh. It 
is the hunter’s part to trail them 
to their lairs and coax them out 
to sing the songs that Granny 
used to sing, to be taken down 
and brought away. With such 
trophies has Vance Randolph re- 
turned from the chase. 


An Ozark hillbilly is Vance Ran- 
dolph, as he himself would say. 
Though it is a point that might 
be disputed by natives born and 
brought up in the hills, he has all 
the status and stature that ac- 
crues from adoption. As such he 
takes his stand and doesn’t allow 
anybody to push him around. As 
such he validated himself in the 
introduction to “An Ozark An- 
thology,” one of his books: 

“It has been my good fortune 
to get pretty well acquainted with 
the Ozark hillbilly. I first visited 
the Ozarks in 1899, and have been 
more or less identified with the 
region ever since. I have traveled 
over the hills afoot, on horseback, 
in covered wagons, in motor cars, 
in airplanes. I have fished and 
hunted and danced and drunk and 
gambled with the natives, and g¢ven 
ventured to write books about 
them. I have been robbed and 
shot at and horse-throwed and 
snake-bite in them thar hills, and 
had a rousing good time in spite 
of everything. I spent the best 
years of. my life in the Ozark 
backwoods, and I don’t regret it.”

It is all set down in a book called 
“Ozark Folksongs,” Vol. I, with 
three more to come, collected and 
edited by Vance Randolph, and 
edited for the State -Historical 
Society of Missouri by Floyd C. 
Sheemaker and Frances G. Eber- 
son, published by the State His- 
torical Society. 

Therein is told, in Randolph's 
own words, the story of the hunter 
who ranged the hills and raked 
the valleys— 

Down in the valley, the valley 
so low, 

Hang your heads over, hear the 
winds blow. 

He was questing for the folk 
singers who hide in such places, 
cherishing in their hearts the old 
songs but seldom giving voice to 
them. The singers who hid and 
were silent were descendants of 
the pioneers who came from the 
southern Appalachians more than 
a century ago, bringing their 
songs with them, Not written 
songs but oral songs that had 
been handed down: from genera- 
tion to generation. Very old songs 
they were, some of them brought 
over from England by the seventh 
century colonists, others that filt-

ered in from the mountains of 
Kentucky and Tennessee.

“The man who simply rides up 
to a mountain cabin and asks 
somebody to sing old songs will 
never hear any songs worth re- 
cording.

lead up to the subject of balladry 
by slow and easy stages. The 
stranger must be prepared to give 
his name,,.his address, and al] the 
details of his lineage and means 
of livelihood, after which h® is 
permitted to talk on topics of gen- 
eral interest as freely as he likes. 
Meanwhile the hillfolk sit around 
and eye him narrowly, usually re- 
plying in a courteous but non- 
committal fashion. After an hour 
or so of this, if he has convinced 
them that he is a serious-minded 
person, not too ‘fine-haired,’ he 
may at last make known the ob- 
ject of his quest.”

gan by saying he was getting up 
an old-fashioned songbook to take 
the place of the trashy stuff that 
the young folks are singing now- 
adays, 

The old folks listened to that 
line and nodded their heads, It 
was something that should be 
done. Then Vance showed that 
he was a sly one. “Folks all tell 
me,” he said, “that you know 
more old songs than anybody else 
in these parts, and I have ridden 
a long way to ask you to sing a 
few ef the best ones, so that I 
can write them down and put 
them in the book.” It was good 
sales talk but not quite good 
enough, The old fellow he was 
working on in most cases said 
yes he used to sing a little, but 
he was plum out of practice and 
didn’t remember the words any 
more. Randolph expected that. 
He changed the subjgct and after 
a while struck up a song that he 
had got from somebody else, but 
was careful to get it wrong. That 
is something that no old ballad- 
singer can stand. “Hell, that ain’t 
it,” the old boy would say, “stop 
where you air. It goes this way.” 
Then he would sing it through 
and let Randolph write it down. 

Another snare that Randolph 
sometimes used was to put on his 
phonograph an “improved” ver- 
sion of an old song, as yodeled 
by professional hillbilly’ enter- 
tainers. It was risky because 
there’s nothing that real _hill- 
billies hate worse than phony hill- 
billy songs and it might end up 
in a fight. Usually, though, it 
had the desired effect, “Turn the 
durn thing off,” one of the lis- 
teners would say, “and lemme sing 
it like it orter be sang.” That 
suited Randolph and he got an- 
other song wrote down for his

Sung like it orter be it was, 
with the little breaks and glides 
and quavers in the hillman’s sing- 
ing, but set down with only ap- 
proximate perfection because there 
are no pothooks in ordinary musi- 
cal notation to stand for them.

There are 900 
ballads in the Randolph collection, 
comprising almost 1700 individual 
texts and more than 800 tunes, 
probably making it more extensive 
than any ‘similar collection and 
certainly the largest for any par- 
ticular region of the United States, 
The “ballet” as it survives in the 
hills is in most cases a lugubrious 
recital of something that happened 
long ago, set to doleful music, and 
is accepted to this day with the 
solemnity that went into its prep- 
aration. Or it had better be. 
There is nothing that a hillman 
resents so quickly as a frivolous 
attitude on the part of a modern 
listening to one of his ballads. 
The old singers enter fully into 
the spirit of the song, weeping 
sometimes over the woes of the 
fair maiden and cursing the base 
villian who done her wrong. Ran- 
dolph remembers the time when 
an old man sang for him the sad 
story -of the maiden who was 
“stobbed” by her jealous lover— 


Down on her knees before him 
She humbly begged for life,

It was too much for grandpa.

HEN hedges began to redden

I HAVE EATEN, very special 
chow at very fancy tables but I 
have never tasted anything lke 
the little wrinkled apples in the 
old orchard. There was a fra- 
grance to them and a tang such 
as I’ve never found at the grand- 
est banquet. 

I think it must have taken the 
whole year to become like that 

. from the first green bud to 
the spreading bloom, through all 
the ripening phases of its fruit- 
age. Of course you have to have 
bees to make an apple like that 
... and moonlight... and deep 
grass ... and a lot of neglect. 
For pampered apples never taste 
like that. Pampered apples, to my 
mind, are a rather unworthy fruit. 
They taste like an overstuffed 
davenport, There is neither flavor 
nor fragrance to thefh. They are 
just apples. Something you sell. 

But we never, sold the little 
wrinkled apples that we found in 
the deep grass of the old orchard. 
I doubt if the oldsters ever knew 
of them. They were sort of a 
private possession of us children 
and we bit into them with delight, 
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AND NOW that I am getting 
along myself, I am remembering 


_ those apples. What a pity that we 


human folks can’t grow old like 
that—sweet and mellow with all 
the experiences of our years. 
Wrinkled a bit by grief, perhaps, 
but all the more flavorful for it 
... Scarred by hurt and loss, may- 
be, but deeper in our understand- 
ing because of it, 

Little wrinkled apples, lying in 
the deep grass of the old orchard.
